facts of people from another 
era of people long dead.

Yet he does so 
not with a bolt of lightning, 
but with a bit of imagination 
and research. 

He is Tom Edmonds, the 
new curator of the Andover 
Historical Society, and if 
being the curator of an his- 
torical society doesn’t seem the most 
exciting of occupations, then Mr. 
Edmonds would like to change that 


image. 

“Historical societies, I think people 
think, are old ladies having tea and 
crumpets,” he said. “But 
this is a business; we really 
help the town.” 

Recently, for instance, a 
woman rented the Histori- 
cal Society for a business 
meeting. Mr. Edmonds said 
this led to the participants 
taking an interest in the 
town, staying at local 
hotels, and possibly spend- 
ing some free time, and 
cash, in the downtown 
establishments. 

“We generated a lot of 
business for the town. We 
also showcased the town,” he said. “T 
think historical societies are really 
important, to this community especial-

ly. Andover’s one of the oldest towns in 
the United States.” 
Mr. Edmonds said his task here will 


be protecting the valuable treasures of 


Andover’s past and keeping informa- 
tion alive and available. He believes 
the society can help the community in 
the here and now, and serve as a 
resource for a viable future. 

“We represent the town, pretty 
much, to outsiders. It’s an interest,” he 
said. “I’m trying to generate funds (as) 
help for our programs, help for our 
school programs.” 

Volunteers from the town are 
extremely generous, he said, with both 
their dollars and their time, 

“It’s a lot of money and I think it 
should be reciprocated,” he said. 

It was the large number and energy 
of the volunteers, in fact, that attracted 
Mr. Edmonds to the Andover Histori- 
cal Society. 

“That's the reason I came here. This 
place is volunteer-intensive,” he said. 
“That was really the turning point to 
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and sell homes. 
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choose this place. It was the volun- 
teers, They also spend money not just 
time. The Garden Club spent an incred- 


ible amount decorating the place for 


the holidays. 

“The second-most important reason 
I came here is the way things are 
stored,” he explained, showing a visi- 
tor around the third-floor storage facil- 
ities. Everything, he said, “is cleaned 
and environmentally stabilized.” 

Clothing and other three-dimension- 
al artifacts are protected from light, 
and are tagged and labeled. The spe- 
cial-occasion shoes of Andover’s early 
dwellers are paired together on several 
shelves of a closet. 

“Why, in other societies I’ve ever 
been in, these are just thrown in a 
box,” said Mr. Edmonds. 

Downstairs from the library, where 
volumes of written works, documents, 
maps, photographs and related materi- 
als are compiled, Mr. Edmonds said, 
“Everything here is meticulously 
stored and cataloged. This is what I 
meant when I said it was volunteer- 
intensive.”

Rabies seen spreading 
Half of animals at 
AAH test positive 


By Neil Fater 

Rabies is on the rise in Andover. 
There have been seven confirmed cas- 
es in town over the last three months, 
according to an administrator at 
Andover Animal Hospital. 

“Lately, every other animal we've 
had tested has come back positive in 
this town,” said Diane Johnson, an 
administrator at the animal hospital, 
of the raccoons and skunks brought in. 
“Which means it’s really here.” 

The Johnson family should know, 
as the terrier and yellow Labrador of 
Dr. Michael and Diane Johnson, of 227 
Lowell St., became the latest animals 
to come in contact with the disease 
Christmas afternoon. 

“We were just going to tell people 
because we're getting (confirmed cas- 
es) all over town and now it’s hap- 
pened to us,” said Ms. Johnson. 

There have been six additional posi- 
tive rabies identifications in Andover 

| since the first known rabies case was 
confirmed Oct. 7. There were three 
} cases each in the months of November 
and December, involving five rabid 
raccoons and one rabid skunk. 

All Andover pets who came in con- 
tact with these rabid animals were 
currently vaccinated, according to Ms. 
Johnson, and thus only have to be con- 
fined to their home for three months. 
However, in another AAH case, an 
unvaccinated animal from out of town 
had to be put to sleep after it was 
exposed to rabies and bit a child. The 
child received shots and was fine. 

Ms. Johnson-said she was walking 
the dogs after Christmas dinner near 
the Doyle Reservation by Lowell 
Street when the terrier broke from its 
leash and ran off into the woods. 

“Tt smelled the scent and it took me 
15 minutes to find her,” said Ms, John- 
son. 3 
When she found the dog it was fight- 
ing with a raccoon. During the efforts 
to separate those two animals, the yel- 
low Labrador also came in contact 
with the raccoon. 

“And, of course, what did my kids 
have to do? Run out and hug the dogs,” 
said Ms. Johnson.

1992 AHS graduate 
killed in crash

Craig James MacDonald, 20, of 16 
Bradley Road in Ballardvale, died ear- 
ly Monday morning, Dec. 27, at Boston 
City Hospital from injuries suffered in 
a car crash on Andover Street Sunday 
night. 


Mr. MacDonald, a 1992 graduate of 


Andover High School, had just left his 
job at Market Basket in Shawsheen 
Plaza at about 7:35 p.m. and was on his 
way home. The accident occurred at 


7:45 p.m. He apparently lost control of 


his 1989 Ford Escort and slammed into 
a utility pole in front of 92 Andover St., 
near Wingate Nursing Home. 

“He was less than a minute from his 
house,” investigating officer Rick 
Edson said Wednesday. 

Mr. MacDonald was alone in the car 
and no witnesses to the crash have 
come forward, so police can only spec- 
ulate as to what caused Mr. MacDon- 
ald to swerve to the right and lose con-

trol of his car. The vehicle struck the 
pole on the driver’s-side door and the 
car wrapped around the pole, trapping 
Mr. MacDonald inside. 

Firefighters worked for close to an 
hour to free Mr. MacDonald from the 
car using the jaws-of-life hydraulic 
tools, during which time he was semi- 
conscious, according to Officer Edson. 

“He was able to give his name and 
address,” Officer Edson said. 

He had leg and head injuries and 
possible internal injuries, the officer 
said. 

EMT’s worked on him for another 
10-15 minutes in the ambulance at the 
scene, then for another 45 minutes to 
an hour at Andover High School, 
where a Med-Flight helicopter was 
waiting to take him to Boston. He was 
then flown to Boston City Hospital, 
where he was pronounced dead at 4:39 
a.m. Monday. 

There were no skid marks, so it is 
difficult to determine whether exces- 
sive speed was involved, Officer Edson 
said. Some tire marks indicate the 
Escort was across the yellow line, but 
whether he swerved to avoid another 
car, an animal, or was simply playing 
with the radio, will probably never be 
known, the officer said.

“She is more of a 
typical teen-ager 
now, coming to 
school in jeans and a 
sweatshirt, picking 
out or helping to 
pick out her own 
clothes,” said Ann 
Wilde, Rachel’s spe- 
cial education teach- 

“So I can see a 
tremendous differ- 
ence. A huge differ- 
ence. She’s grown 
up.” 

“She's learning to 
be more self-con- 
tained and secure. 
They’re really monu- 
mental changes for 


her,” said Rachel's 
mother, Patricia 
Pakos. “They 


couldn't have hap- 
pened if she were in 
her self-contained 
classroom.” 

Yet, three years 


ago, that’s exactly 


where Rachel was. 

“We've always 
had students who 
have participated in 
mainstreamed class- 
es,” said Ms. Wilde, 
“but five years ago 
Rachel wouldn’t 
even be considered 
to be a student at the 
high school because 
of her needs.” 

Today, of course, 
there is a movement 
towards greater 
inclusion of all types 
of special-needs stu- 
dents into appropri- 
ate classrooms. 
Thus, in Andover, in 
Massachusetts, and 
across the United 
States, inclusion has 
become a hot topic. 

Though few argue 
that special-needs 
children should not 
interact with other 
children, many are 
concerned that the 
inclusion of special- 
needs students will 
harm the curriculum 
or cause the different 
academic levels in 
which students are 
placed to become 
meaningless. 

Such concerns do 
not apply to the case 
of Rachel Pakos. 

Rachel is not at 
Andover High to 
take part in an 
English or math 
course. She is there 
to learn life- and 
vocational skills so 
that she can bé:a 


more independent 
and productive per- 
son. 
The 
Rachel Pakos is the 
story of a system 
that worked — 
though not immedi- 
ately and not with- 
out some struggle. 
Self-contained 
collaborative 
“When I went to 
school I never went 
with someone with a 
disability, and cer- 
tainly not with a cog- 
nitive disability,” 
said Ms. Pakos. 
Perhaps because 
of this, it must have 
seemed natural for 
her youngest daugh- 
ter to be in a pull-out 
program with spe- 
cial-needs students 
from surrounding 
communities. Yet, 


when Rachel left 
school, her class- 
mates would go 


home to other towns, 
and she would rarely 
if ever have a chance 
to get together with 
them. 

“She loved inter- 
acting with them all

self-contained,” said 
Ms. Pakos. “Then 
she'd come home and 
have either me or 
paid help to look 
after her. I began to 
sense that she'd give 
anything for a phone 
call, anything to 
interact with kids 
her own age.” 

At age 12, stilla 
student in a collabo- 
rative program, 
Rachel entered the 
hospital to have hip 
surgery. She spent 


over two and a half 


months in the hospi- 
tal room, sharing her

FOOD FOR THOUGHT

similar group with all their teeth. This difference was attributed to 
the fact that people without teeth are likely to eat soft, processed 
foods which are high in fat, salt, and sugar. Such a diet can 
contribute to high blood pressure, stroke, and heart disease.

An inclusion success story 
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ever called her. And I said,‘What 
are we doing? This is a basic 
need and these needs are not 
being met.’” 

Rachel continued to go to a 
collaborative classroom at an ele- 
mentary school in Haverhill, but 
her mother began to think that 
something different had to be 
done. 

“She really isn’t different from 
anyone else in terms of the 
things that she wants,” thought 
Ms. Pakos. “And none of her 
needs were being met.” 

A parent’s education 

“Things began fitting into 
place, especially in her teen-age 
years,” she said. “So those were 
some of the motivations which 
led me to go back to school.” 

Ms. Pakos, who had long 
thought of returning to school, 
pursued what her daughter had 
taught her by going for her mas- 
ters in education at Simmons 
College, with a focus on how to 
teach in a fully inclusive setting. 

“T decided I should study 
something I really knew a lot 
about and just refine what | 
knew,” she said, “It just made 
sense that I should combine the 
experience that I had and the 
knowledge that I would gain in 
that area.” 

Meanwhile, Rachel was going 
through some _ educational 
changes as well. 

Though still a part of the 
Greater Lawrence Collaborative, 
she went to a special-needs class- 
room located next to the gym at 
West Middle School in Andover. 

But there was concern that 
she was not considered to be 
going to the Andover school by 
others, as her classroom was sep- 
arate and her activities different 
from those of the other students. 

“Sam Campbell has been won- 
derfully welcoming to make 
them a part of West Middle 
School,” said Mary French, spe- 
cial education director. “The col- 
laborative class is probably not 
where I would choose to have it, 
but principals have tough deci- 
sions to make.” 

Slowly, as Ms. Pakos began to 
understand what Rachel needed 
and what could be done, she 
began to work with special-needs 
instructors to establish the best 
for Rachel. At the same time, a 
more wide-reaching change to 
offer greater degrees of inclusion 
was beginning to take hold. 

“We're trying to do it slowly. 
It’s partly push (from the govern- 
ment), partly desire on our part,” 
said Ms. French of conditions 
now. 

But even then, special-needs 
students in Andover were begin- 
ning to spend greater amounts of 
time in regular education set- 
tings. : 


“We're getting increasing 
shifts down to these lower proto- 
types,” said Ms. French. But 
“just to throw kids back without 
giving people the support and 
training they need is kind of 
counter-productive.” 

It was this support and train- 
ing that Ms. Pakos was learning 
in her graduate program. 

“They are not prepared to edu- 
cate children in fully inclusive 
settings,” said Ms. Pakos. 

“Our purpose was to reach out 
to the teachers in the field and 
provide them with the training 
they needed. 

When she she received her 
masters in 1991 she began to 
facilitate with the training of 
teachers in some Massachusetts 
school systems. 

“There seemed to be a real 
dichotomy within our school sys- 
tem, How could they be a part of 
our society when the years they 
were being educated they were 
apart from society?” she asked. 

“Chances were kids with mod- 
erate to severe (special needs) 
were probably rarely educated 
within their own town. Often 
times many of the kids were sent 
to private schools, But as I say, 
every town is different.” 

In her studies, however, Ms. 
Pakos began to look at communi- 
ties where greater inclusion had 
proven successful and began to 
believe that it could work else- 
where. 

“If you have all kids with real 
severe disabilities,” she asked 
herself, “how are they to learn 
from each other? And kids learn 
better from each other.” 

By the end of Rachel's time at 
West Middle School, she was 
going to home room, art and 
music classes with the regular 
education students. 

Entering the high school 

For the last three years now, 
Rachel has been at the high 
school. 

“One of the things that Rachel 
would clutch about — and this 
was in her self-contained class- 
room,” said Ms. Pakos, “was 
when she was asked a question 
she would put her head down.” 

But now that she has had pub- 
lic-speaking, chorus and drama 
courses, she is a little more out- 
going. 

“It's little victories over a long 
period of time,” said Robert 
Lague, the music and drama 
teacher Rachel has worked with 
the last couple of years. “Like 
any other kid she gets animated 
when it’s a topic she’s involved 
ithe 

“Last year I did a speech about 
my brother and this year I did a 
speech about my sister,” said 
Rachel. 

“One of the most important 
things that she’s learned since 
being here is that working as a

Mr. Edmonds was able to use both the 
comprehensive cataloging and the Garden 
Club’s decorations to bring together items 
to recreate a Victorian holiday reception 
from the 1890s. 

But if the storage system and astronomi 
cal numbers of volunteers were what 
attracted Mr. Edmonds to the Andover His- 
torical Society, he must have had his own 
positive qualities to be awarded the newly- 
created curator position, as well. 

According to Barbara Thibault, director 
of the Historical Society, there were 70 
applicants for the position from all over the 
country. That pool of 70 was whittled down 
to a list of 14, 12 of whom were interviewed 
at least once. 

“We really had top-notch applicants,” she 
said, “and Tom seemed to shine out.” 

Mr. Edmonds was born in Kansas and 
was educated in Ohio and Illinois, and did 
his postgraduate work at New York Univer- 
sity. Coming from his last job as a curator 
for a Pennsylvania history center, he start- 
ed as Andover’s first full-time curator Dec. 
6. 

He is an abstract painter and enjoys 
spending his free time in museums. 

“T want the Historical Society to be con- 
sidered the museum for the town of 
Andover,” he said. 

A significant part of Mr. Edmonds role 
will also be to work with the volunteer

exhibit committee to create new displays. 

“One exhibit I would like to have is 
things that were made by hand by people in 
the past,” he said, displaying old cooking 
and harvesting instruments. “If some disas- 
ter happens 100 years from now, this is a 
great resource for things that are made by 
hand. This could be a source of information, 
like a data base.” 

“We have extensive collections,” said Ms. 
Thibault, and it will be Mr. Edmonds’ job to 
take care of these collections. 

“People often see the glamorous side, but 
there’s other stuff in the back,” said the new 
curator. 

“They just see the glamorous facade, but 
behind all that stuff is a preservation sys- 
tem going on,” he said. 

From now on, behind that preservation 
system will be Tom Edmonds.

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Editor, Townsman: 

We have been following the articles 
and letters concerning the sex educa- 
tion curriculum in the public schools. 
After reading Mr. Ferrara’s letter in 
last week’s Townsman, we feel com- 
pelled to write. We believe, as Mr. Fer- 
rara stated, that we need to “provide 
our youth with pertinent and compre- 
hensive information that they will 
need to make vital decisions as they 
grow up in today’s society.” However, 
what Mr. Ferrara and the public educa- 
tors are providing is neither pertinent 
nor comprehensive. 

Let’s look at what has happened in 
the past 23 years during which time the 
federal government has spent more 
that $3 billion tax dollars to promote 
contraceptives and “safe sex.” The fed- 
eral Centers for Disease Control esti- 
mates there are now 1 million cases of 
HIV infection nationwide.’ The rate of 
heterosexual HIV transmission has 
increased 44 percent since September 
1989.’ Of all the sexually transmitted 
disease cases, 63 percent occur in per- 
son less than 25 years of age.’ There are 
1.3 million new cases of gonorrhea

reported annually.’ Syphilis is at a 40- 
year high, with more than 130,000 
infections per year.’ Each year, 500,000 
new cases of herpes occur and it is esti- 
mated that more than 16 percent of the 
United States population, ages 15-74, is 
infected — that is more than 25 million 
people.’ Four million cases of chlamy- 
dia occur each year and approximately 
20 percent of the 15- to 19-year-old popu- 
lation is infected."In all, there are more 
than 20 different sexually-transmitted 
diseases spreading among teen-agers. 
These statistics are a direct result of 
the $3 billion spent on sex education of 
our young people since 1970. 

The public educators, knowing all 
these statistics, believe that condoms 
are the answer and have revised sex- 
education programs to include the 
"safe sex" message. The problem with 
condoms is that they are not safe. Con- 
doms fail more than 15 percent of the 
time to protect against pregnancy, 
remembering that a woman can only 
become pregnant a few days of each 
month.‘ A sexually transmitted disease 
can be transmitted every day, each 
month, dramatically raising the failure 


rate. 

If we are going to provide useful 
information, why are we not giving 
them all of the facts? We should explain 
how dangerous engaging in pre-mari- 
tal sex is. An abstinence-based message 
is not, as some would suggest, “fear 
and shame” based. On the contrary, it 
requires frank and loving communica- 
tion with our children. Let's give our 
teens some credit for the ability to 
understand that they can control their 


bodies, and are not mindless victims of 


their hormones, Abstinence-based pro- 
grams work, as seen in Washington, 
Illinois, California, Maryland, and 
Washington, D.C. Our educators 
should not be afraid to investigate the 
possibilities of these programs. 

As far as parental objections to cer- 
tain aspects of current sex-ed pro- 
grams, parents have a personal inter- 
est in, and the right to object to matters 
that may contradict what is being 
taught at home. Remember, as taxpay- 
ers, we pay for these programs. Having 
grown up in the ’60s when the first 
school sex education programs were 
being implemented, and having had 
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two children go through the Andover 
school system, we are familiar with 
programs of this type. Surely, the 
national statistics of teen-age sexual 
activity, pregnancy, and disease are 
doomed to rise if we continue on the 
present course.

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Strong performances not enough for boys gym team

Strong performances by veterans Joe Shea, Jeff 
Arsenault and Bob Ellis were not enough to carry 
the Andover High boys gymnastics team to victo- 
ry in its season opener, as the Golden Warriors 
dropped a 105.20 to 96.90 decision to last year’s 
State runner-up Attleboro High. 

Shea, a senior, placed first on the pommel 
horse (5.5), Arsenault. a junior, won the vaulting 
competition (8.0) and Ellis, a junior, was the all- 
around runner-up. 

Coach Steve Sirois has a veteran team, with all 
but three key members of last year’s 8-4 squad 
returning. 

Tadg Corkery (Coast Guard Academy) and 
Andy DeBenedictis (Northern Essex) were the 
lone graduates, 

“Next to Attleboro we have the biggest team in 
the state with 25 kids on the roster,” said Coach 
Sirois. “I think we could be one of the top five 
teams in Massachusetts this year, but Braintree 
(defending State champ), Burlington, Newton 
North and Attleboro are also very strong. 


“Our top events should be the pommel horse, 
vaulting and rings, the three in which we 
outscored Attleboro, while we're lacking depth on 
the parallel bars, high bar and in floor exercise.” 

Trio should excel 

Ellis, Shea and Arsenault are primed for strong 
seasons, 

Bob Ellis is the Golden Warriors’ all-around, 
competing in six events at each meet, and his 
strengths lie in vaulting and floor exercise. 

Against Attleboro his top efforts were a second 
place in vaulting (7.9 points), third on rings (4.7) 
and fourth place finishes on the high bar (4.4) and 
in floor exercise (6.2).
